Area Residents Voice Concerns 
About Speed Humps for Northway 


New Proposal for Theatre 
Adjoining Community Center

A pie-shaped theater on a hill was proposed at a meet¬ 
ing of Greenbelt’s Arts Advisory Committee (AAC) on 
Tuesday, April 27. Members of the Community Center 
Task Force were also in attendance.

A council worksession 
that could have been labeled 
“Speed Humps Revisited” 
took place on Wednesday, 
April 28 at the Greenbeit 
Police Station. The issue un¬ 
der discussion was how to 
control traffic and speeds a- 
long Northway between Hill¬ 
side and Crescent. Before 
the evening was over, how¬ 
ever, the issue had broaden¬ 
ed to include the entire 
neighborhood. 

In large part this widening of 
the topic occurred because of the 
presence of a large number of 
residents from the Lakewood 
subdivision, as well as others 
from Woodland Way. If traffic 
on Northway were disrupted by 
speed humps, they suggested, it 
would tend to be diverted on to 
their streets. 

In fact, as the Lakewood folks 
kept talking, council members 
became concerned about the pic¬ 
ture these residents painted 
about current traffic patterns 
along Greenhill Road. Although 
a four-way stop is in place at 
the intersection of Greenhill with 
Orange Court, the Lakewooders 
described how morning rush hour 
traffic moves at very high speed 
down the hill from Hillside* with 
many cars regularly failing to 
make the stop. Residents near 
that location stressed that many 
young children live in the houses 
immediately in the vicinity. 

Not only did they feel that an 
accident was waiting to happen, 
but warned that further trouble 
would be ahead when the new 
elementary school opens next 
fall. 

“Quite clearly the big picture 
needs to be looked at,” said 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld. “It’s a 
problem for the entire area.” 

Options for North way 

The agenda for the hearing 
began with a formal presenta¬ 
tion by the city’s Director of 
Public Works, Carl Hirsch, on 
various options for Northway. 
With the aid of drawings which 


he projected on a screen, he 
made clear the distinction be¬ 
tween speed bumps and speed 
humps and also illustrated sev¬ 
eral solutions to slow down traf¬ 
fic. (See illustration). 

What are being talked about 
as speed humps are 12-foot grad¬ 
ual rising and falling changes 
in elevation, with the highest 
point only four inches above the 
rest of the street, Hirsch said 
Based on recommended specifi¬ 
cations from experience in other 
areas, six such humps would be 
planned for that stretch of 
Northway, Speed humps do in¬ 
deed slow traffic between 200 
and 300 feet away from them, 
but further apart than that, ve¬ 
hicles tend to speed up to regain 
momentum. Thus the humps need 
to be spaced about 400 to 600 feet 
apart. Hirsch showed a sketch 
of where the humps might be 
located. 

Other options looked at were 
to establish barricades, either 
movable or permanent—probably 
just above the intersection with 
Woodland Way—or to put down 
rumble strips, establish cul-de- 
sacs or mid-street traffic islands 
or institute one-way traffic. 

Rumble strips were ruled out 
almost at once. Hirsch argued, 
since they had almost no effect 
on speed- They were used as 
warnings to drivers to become 
alert—as on road shoulders or 
as signals of hazards ahead. 
When used as a permanent de¬ 
vice that people become accus¬ 
tomed to, they actually seem to 
cause an increase in speed, ap¬ 
parently for the pleasure of the 
sound effects. 

Barricades and Cul-de-Sacs 

Movable barricades would re¬ 
quire some kind of locking de¬ 
vice with a key-type tool that 
would be used by emergency and 
service vehicles. The latter would 
probably have to back a consid¬ 
erable distance up Northway. or 
possibly use a vacant driveway 
to turn around. Questions about 
responsibility for damage and 
wear-and-tear to driveways 
would have to be resolved. De¬ 
livery vans would be similarly 


forced to back along the street. 

Permanent barricades would be 
even worse, since emergency ve¬ 
hicles would be slowed consid¬ 
erably. They would also be 
forced to back out, since turn¬ 
around space would be unavail¬ 
able- Traffic along Woodland 
Way would inevitably increase 
since access to Crescent would 
be blocked from Northway. 

Creating a cul-de-sac—in effect 
a landscaped barrier—either at 
the intersection with Woodland 
Way or at Crescent Road would 
offer many of the same prob¬ 
lems as barricades. They would 
have the further disadvantage of 
requiring the taking of lawn 
areas from the properties on 
either side. A standard cul-de-sac 
requires 76 feet, by M-NCPPC 
specifications. On Northway only 
a 60-foot diameter would be pos¬ 
sible. A cul-de-sac at Crescent 
would decrease the total amount 
of traffic but not necessarily de¬ 
crease speed along the length 
of the street. 

Traffic Islands 

Traffic islands might be a 
more attractive solution, since 
the splitting of the two lanes 
to make the curve around them 
would tend to slow traffic Again 
lawn space would have to be 
taken from the city’s right-of- 
way areas on both sides of the 
islands. A further concern would 
be the loss of parking spaces— 
also a consideration with speed 
humps. The city would maintain 
and landscape such islands. 

Another possible option would 
be to turn Northway into a one¬ 
way street from Crescent up the 
hill to Hillside, or from the in¬ 
tersection with Woodland Way 
up the hill. A side effect would 
be to divert half the traffic 
to other roadways, creating in¬ 
conveniences for drivers and resi¬ 
dents. Because of the lack of 
oncoming traffic to look out for* 
drivers on one-way streets ac¬ 
tually tend to increase speed, 
a report by the city’s Director 
of Planning and Development, 
Celia Wilson, asserts. 

What Speed Problem? 

When is a speed problem not 
a speed problem? According to 
an April 2 memorandum last 
year by Greenbeit Police Lt. Dan¬ 
iel P. O’Neil, “I firmly believe 
that the primary reason for the 
continuous resurfacing of the 
topic (of speed control on North¬ 
way) is not one of need, but 
one of a perceived need-” Ack¬ 
nowledging that occasional ve¬ 
hicles are seen speeding, his 
memo goes on to say that these 
are “the instances which are 
remembered by the community,” 

In radar traffic studies which 
have been carried out, most ve¬ 
hicles travel Northway in either 
direction at between 23 and 29 
miles per hour. A few were 
tracked in the 30s and one ve¬ 
hicle posted a 41-mile-per-hour 
speed. The speed limit is 25. 

An earlier report by Corporal

At the invitation of the AAC, 
The Greenbeit Arts Center’s 
Theater Development Board pre¬ 
sented its concept plan for a 
performing arts facility at the 
proposed community center. This 
design would provide a theater 
space with excellent accoustics 
and technical systems and a 
proscenium stage. 

The concept plan was present¬ 
ed by Kim Scheibel McCarl, a 
Greenbeit architectural designer, 
who showed her drawings and a 
small model. The theater would 
adjoin the back wing of the cur¬ 


rent Center School (see draw¬ 
ing). The building would have 
a curved, partially glass-enclosed 
lobby. It was noted that the 
theater would become the focal 
point for the entire Roosevelt 
Center area. 

The lobby is designed to en¬ 
courage socializing and could be 
used as a separate entity for 
receptions and other public 
events. The exterior’s elements 
of Art Decc design would tie the 
theater aesthetically to the orig¬ 
inal building. 

The theater would have fixed 
seating facing a permanent pros¬ 
cenium stage. This contrasts 
sharply with the earlier design 
proposal by the community cen¬ 
ter’s architects of a “black box” 
theater with moveable, tempor¬ 
ary seats and equipment- McCarl 
noted that Greenbeit had been 
conceived as a bowl, with Roose¬ 
velt Center in the low area, and 
her plan replicates this idea, with 
the theater seating sloping to 
the stage. There would be about 
240 seats. 

Tom Renahan, chair of the 
Theater Development Board, ex¬ 
plained that the proposed plan 


would provide the city with the 
best return on its investment 
because it cculd be rented by 
many kinds of groups. 

Lobby 

The lobby area extension into 
the green space by virtue of 
multiple doors in the curved glass 
outside wall, possibly a brick 
patio and the inviting shade of 
the large trees on the site would 
be a fecal point from inside and 
outside the building, McCarl ex¬ 
plained, The sense of space would 
be enhanced by the merging of 
inside-outside, and the building 


would draw people across the 
Roosevelt Center area. 

An intriguing idea set forth 
by McCarl is the use of lobby 
and second floor space above as 
exhibit areas for varied art 
works. The plan includes a sec¬ 
ond level above the lobby from 
which patrons can view art ex¬ 
hibits on the second floor out¬ 
side wall above the glassed lobby 
wall. The curve of that entir# 
area adds sense of movement and 
expansion to an area which in 
reality would be only about 20 
feet deep. 

Seen as an architectural and 
visual integration of Roosevelt 
Center, the Facilities Design 
Committee’s building — as en¬ 
visioned by McCarl—would at¬ 
tract potential donors to what 
would obviously be a major fund¬ 
raising endeavor. 

Link to Center? 

Bill Stratton, chair of the 
Community Center Task Force, 
pointed out the need to link the 
performing arts space with the 
interior and functions of the 
rest of the building. There wen 
various concerns expressed about 
handicapped access and walk-

A Designated Green Belt 

When you think about it, it really is surprising that 
nothing was ever done while Greenbelt was being planned 
or-for 55 years thereafter to designate this city’s green 
belt, even though it was that planning concept of Ebeneezer 
Howard that gave this community its name. 

Although when first built there was a green belt of 
undeveloped iand, it was clearly intended that eventually 
more homes would be built and that not all land would per¬ 
manently remain as the green bejt. By the time the federal 
government sold Greenbelt in the early 1950’s, little consid¬ 
eration was given to the long-range planning of develop¬ 
ment of the city. While the original homes were buffered 
with a green belt sold to the fledgling cooperative, this land 
was lost to development shortly thereafter because of the 
economic concerns of the homeowners. 

Elsewhere in this issue is a column by former City 
Manager James K. Giese, now a News Review staffer, in 
which he proposes a process for formally designating re¬ 
maining green space around our community as a green belt. 
Although the designation process and the specific land to 
be included are subjects for further discussion, we agree 
with the general concept of his proposal. We urge the 
City Council to take this proposal under consideration and 
initiate a designation process. 

The time to designate our green belt is long past due. 
Let’s do it now, before more of the remaining green space 
is developed.

Time to Designate the Green Belt

Because it was never for¬ 
mally defined and restricted 
as to land use, much of the 
city's green belt has been 
lost to development. Yet 
large areas of land still re¬ 
main suitable for designa¬ 
tion as this city's green belt. 
Although what I am propos¬ 
ing should have been done a 
long time ago, it is still pos¬ 
sible for the city, the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission 
and others to formally name 
and define Greenbelt's green 
belt. 

Our City took its name from 
an important element of Ebene- 
zer Howard's concept for plan¬ 
ned garden cities, a concept fol¬ 
lowed in the original planning 
and development of Greenbelt. 
According to Howard, the ideal 
garden city would be surrounded 
by a belt of green space—that 
is. land not developed with work¬ 
er houses and factories but kept 
in a rural state. For Howard, 
in an England of farms and 
estates, this meant that the belt 
of green ‘would be agricultural 
land. In practice, however, green 
belts developed in ether places 
have been used as park land, to 
maintain open space, and to pre¬ 
serve forests and other natural 
features, as well as for agri¬ 
cultural purposes. 

Green Belt Lost 

When Greenbelt was devel¬ 
oped by the Federal government, 
sufficient land was acquired to 
provide an extensive green belt 
for the community. However, the 
planners focused on the initial 
development plans and failed to 
clearly define the long-range 
plans for the city. Our green 
belt was never dearly defined- 

After World War II. a more 
conservative Federal government 
became interested only in sell¬ 
ing off and privatizing its plan¬ 
ning experiment. Still it made 
available to the housing coop¬ 
erative which purchased most of 
the original homes large tracts 
of undeveloped land surrounding 
those homes. 

Unfortunately the majority of 
the residents of that time, many 
of whom were stretching their 
financial resources to raise fami¬ 
lies, obtain educations and buy 
their homes, looked at this land 
not as preserved open space, but 
as an unnecessary tax burden 
which could be sold for profit. 
Consequently, that green belt 
was sold to land developers. 

Some Green Belt Remains 

Now, most of the city is de¬ 
veloped. It no longer is possible 
to surround the city with a 
green belt. Still, large tracts of 
undeveloped land remain along 
the city's perimeter- They are 
suitable and should be designat¬ 
ed as Greenbelt's green belt. 

Which lands? I would suggest 
the following as candidates for 
consideration. 

To our north, outside the city’s 
limits, lies the largest tract— 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center (BARC). Over the 
years, BARC’s size has dwin¬ 
dled as its land has been con¬ 
verted to other federal and gov¬ 
ernmental uses. Adjacent to 
Greenbelt, BARC property has 
been transferred to the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin¬ 
istration (NASA) for the God¬ 
dard Space Flight Center, to 
the Department of Justice for 
the new Southern Maryland Dis¬ 
trict Court facility and to the 
Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority (WMATA) 


for a Metrorail terminal yard. 

However, large areas of wood¬ 
ed land, wetlands, and land used 
for agricultural experimentation 
still remain. At a minimum, all 
BARC land south of Sunnyside 
Road between the railroad tracks 
and Edmonston Road, and all 
BARC land south of Beaverdam 
Road between Edmonston Road 
and Soil Conservation Road, 
should be designated as green 
belt for Greenbelt. 

Greenbelt Park 

To the south within the city 
limits is the 1.100-acre Greenbelt 
Park of the National Park Ser¬ 
vice. Since the park was once 
seriously considered to be traded 
to a private land develop¬ 
er for land the Park Service 
wanted elsewhere, and since a 
small piece was actually ex¬ 
changed for other land, a federal 
park designation is not a guar¬ 
antee that the land will always 
remain so- Therefore, the na¬ 
tional park should be designated 
as green belt for Greenbelt and 
subject to the restrictions on 
development which that designa¬ 
tion should entail. 

Eastern and Western Boundaries 

Next to the city's eastern 
boundary north of Greenbelt 
Road, there is a buffer strip for 
the Goddard Space Flight Cen¬ 
ter. Its purpose is to buffer the 
Center from its noisy neighbors. 
Nevertheless, the buffer strip 
functions equally well to buffer 
the Center for Greenbelt, Al¬ 
though outside the city limits, 
that buffer strip should be desig¬ 
nated as green belt for Green- 
belt- 

South of Greenbelt Road along 
the city’s eastern boundary is 


power transmission line. It isn’t 
much of a green belt, but it’s 
the best we’ve got in this area. 
It should be made a part of 
the green belt. 

To the west, BARC land pro¬ 
posed for the green belt extends 
along the city’s boundary to the 
Beltway and consists primarily 
of the Indian Creek flood plain. 
This flood plain and wetland 
area extends south of the Belt- 
way on land owned by WMATA 
and by private interests. Because 
it is flood plain, development of 
this land is restricted. It. too. 
should be designated as green 
belt for Greenbelt 

Parcels 1 and 2 

Lastly. Parcels 1 and 2, once 
owned by GHI as part of its 
green belt, but sold off. have 
now been reacquired by the city. 
They should be designated as 
green belt, as well as the old 
city landfill and the surplus 
BARC property previously ac¬ 
quired by the city which also are 
located in that area. 

Define Land Use 

The designation of the green 
belt must entail more than just 
imposing the name upon the land. 
How the land may be used must 
be defined clearly. Permitted 
uses should be consistent with 
the present uses of the land for 
open space, parks, agricultur¬ 
al (including experimental agri¬ 
cultural) uses, buffering and na¬ 
ture preservation. Buildings 
auxiliary to such uses and neces¬ 
sary roads and parking areas 
should be permitted, but strict¬ 
ly limited. Such use restrictions 
must be carefully crafted to as¬ 
sure that while preserving the 
character of the green belt, the 
needs of the owners of the 


properties for their current uses 
would be recognized. 

Who Designates? 

I propose that the Greenbelt 
City Council should designate our 
green belt as a first step to¬ 
wards formally recognizing it. 
While this would have no legal 
effect on controlling the use of 
the land involved, it would bring 
attention to the idea. 

It is important that two re¬ 
gional planning agencies also 
designate the green belt. The 
first of these is the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission (MNCPPC), 
;he official planning agency for 
this county. The green belt desig¬ 
nation could be done by amend¬ 
ing the area plan for Greenbelt 
and vicinity. Such an action also 
would require the concurrence 
of the Prince Georges District 
Council (another name for the 
County Council). 

However, the county has lit¬ 
tle control over the use of fed¬ 
eral land. While strong control 
is lacking by any single agency, 
the other area planning agency 
which I believe should be asked 
to designate our green belt is 
directly responsible for the re¬ 
view of federal development 
plans in the Washington region. 
It is the National Capital Plan¬ 
ning Commission (NCPC). That 
commission’s recognition of the 
green belt would be a useful 
first step in the recognition of 
the concept by those federal 
agencies which own land within 
the green belt. Such recognition 
would encourage their imposing 
their own restrictions on how 
their land is used. 

Each of these agencies, Agri¬ 
culture, Interior and National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis¬ 
tration. are required to develop 
and maintain their own master 
plans for their facilities. The 
master plans for BARC, Goddard 


and Greenbelt Park should rec¬ 
ognize the suggested green belt 
designation. I don't believe that 
there is anything in this pro¬ 
posal that is contrary to the 
planning Objectives of these 
agencies. 

Other Actions 

Another federal agency whose 
support of the green belt should 
be sought and obtained is the 
National Historic Trust, which 
has the ability to designate the 
proposed green belt as an his- 
t3ric site. Original Greenbelt is 
already designated an historic 
neighborhood. This attribution 
would have a significant legal 
effect upon how the federal gov¬ 
ernment could use the land. 

While it might entail an ex¬ 
tensive lobbying effort, it might 
be possible to obtain a special 
act of Congress to designate 
and define our green belt as it 
relates to federally owned land. 

Time to Act 

For much too long, Greenbelt 
and those responsible for plan¬ 
ning and zoning have failed to 
formally recognize the planning 
concept that gave our city its 
name. It is too late for us to 
achieve the green belt our city 
should have had. Even so, a lot 
of land remains suitable for 
designation as our green belt. 
While most of it already is re¬ 
stricted as to development, the 
recent transfer of BARC land 
for the courthouse demonstrates 
that the potential for future 
erosion of our remaining green 
belt is still possible. 

Official designation of a green 
belt for Greenbelt, one recognized 
by local planning agencies, local 
master plans and by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation 
will help to prevent future land 
conversions of the remaining 
green space on the outer peri¬ 
meter of our community. Action 
should be taken now. before we 
are surprised once again.

ways and ways in which visitors 
to the theater would feel drawn 
to tlje other parts of the com¬ 
munity center. 

The City has collected data on 
other theaters in the area which 
are used primarily for perform¬ 
ing arts, and Renahan added that 
mode data on multiple-use the¬ 
aters could be gathered. The 
adaptability of the building to 
fill many needs without being 
simply “another large multipur¬ 
pose room” was stressed; the 
theater and/or lobby could be 
rented by corporations for spe¬ 
cial events and meetings. 

Merging Ideas 

The meeting was about a con¬ 
cept plan and its general fea¬ 
tures. Renahan introduced the 
evening's presentation by re¬ 
minding everyone that all the 
steps leading to this moment had 
come by people coming together 
to merge their ideas and visions 
of a community center. He 
pointed out that the theater 
would be a “beautiful building 
which enhances everything 
around it.” The intention is to 
have a building with significant 
Art Deco elements. 

David Fogle. Professor of 
Architect-lire and Director of the 
Graduate Program in Historic 
Preservation at the University 
of Maryland, is an advisor to the 
GAC's Theater Development 
Committee. Originally, he 
believed his role was to help 
find the most attractive way to 
deal with the “black box” the¬ 
ater plan. After the evening 
presentation, he criticized the 
black box proposal and enthus¬ 
iastically endorsed this alterna¬ 
tive concept- He added that the 


presence in the group assembled 
of people who have spent life¬ 
times immersed in the needs of 
performing arts spaces (and the 
problems to avoid as well as the 
good things to include) is a real 
strength as the city considers 
a theater in its community cen¬ 
ter.

Thomas R. Kemp, on October 
1991* acknowledged that North¬ 
way is dangerous — not from 
the physical characteristics of 
the road itself—the curbing, the 
hill-type terrain, on-street park¬ 
ing. lack of sidewalk and foliage 
close to the road. “The best and 
most Obvious solution,” the re¬ 
port continues, would be installa¬ 
tion of a sidewalk. 

One citizen quoted a survey 
on traffic in the area that 
showed three of 10 cars above 
the speed limit on Northway. six 
of 10 on Greenhill and eight of 
10 on Hillside. 

“The first law I would pass,” 
joshed council member Tom 
White, “would be to change hu¬ 
man nature” 

Sidewalks 

Norman Weyel wondered why 
it was that people on Northway 
“don't want sidewalks to protect 
their children but want speed 
humps to protect themselves.” 
Joe Wilkerson said he had 
watched parents on Northway 
playing ball in the street with 
their children. A sidewalk would 
keep school children from walk¬ 
ing in the street. 

Leonie Penney argued that 
extending the internal walkway 
system that runs between the 
Northway homes and Lakewood 
would be a better solution. The 
only accidents on Northway had 
involved cars running into park¬ 
ed cars, she said. They did not 
involve pedestrians. Others sug¬ 
gested that the internal walkway 
was no longer as safe because of 
its isolation People are too damn 
scared to use them in larger 
metropolitan areas/ said Jack 
Maffay. 

Police Presence 

Could there be more police 
surveillance, someone asked- To 
this question Police Chief James 
Craze commented that he had 
made a budget request for two 
more officers to be assigned spe¬ 
cifically to traffic control. (How¬ 
ever. the city manager’s pro¬ 
posed budget did not fund these 
positions). With the tie-ups on 
Greenbelt Road because of the 
construction problems, and where 
five fatal accidents had occurred, 
the force was over-extended, he 
indicated. 

“Could two traffic officers 
tame the city?” asked Weiden- 
feld, to a general laugh. 

“They could put a dent in it.” 
Craze answered. He indicated 
that adding two traffic control 
officers, plus their equipment, 
would cost about $150,000.

way were far lower: six speed 
humps, $3,870; movable barri¬ 
cade, $1,500; permanent barri¬ 
cade, $691; rumble strips, $14,- 
868; cul-de-sac, $6,435; and two 
mid-street islands, $9,356. Main¬ 
tenance and landscaping would 
be continuing additional costs. 

No one assumed that any of 
these options could be consid¬ 
ered a cure, however, without 
occasional monitoring of traffic 
by the police. Council member 
Toni Bram worried that addi¬ 
tional officers hired specifically 
for traffic control would turn 
their main attention to Greenbelt 
Road and away from the neigh¬ 
borhoods. 

Suggestions 

Two comments from residents 
intrigued both council and staff. 
One suggestion was that a pe¬ 
destrian walkway in lieu of a 
sidewalk might be created on 
Northway by marking off a lane 
on the street itself Cars could 
park between the lane and the 
traffic, he said, protecting the 


pedestrians. He had seen such 
a solution in Los Angeles. But 
a similar solution, though no one 
noted it, already exists in Green¬ 
belt. where a pedestrian lane 
has been marked by a painted 
line on the driveway that leads 
to the Youth Center- 

The second suggestion dealt 
with the problem at Greenhill 
and Orange Court, where traffic 
speeds through stop signs at 
the intersection. Why not create 
a traffic circle there to slow 
down the cars, a resident sug¬ 
gested. Hirsch indicated that en¬ 
gineering such a solution would 
be quite possible. 

As a result of the broader 
questions raised by the meeting, 
and with these new suggestions 
to ponder. City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs expressed staff willing¬ 
ness to revisit the problem. The 
evening’s presentation had been 
Draft “2.

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Less Trash Hauled Offsets 
Price Rise on Hauling Trash 

by Betsy Likowski 

The cost of hauling away garbage is predicted to in¬ 
crease in fiscal year 1993/94 as is the amount of refuse be¬ 
ing recycled. Predicting that an estimated 38 percent of the 
refuse will be recycled, would mean that Greenbelt would run 
ahead of the county recycling average of about 21 percent 
of the waste. These refuse and recycling comments were 
just -one part of the Worksession on the Public Works 
Budget held on Tuesday, April 27 at the Municipal Building. 


In 1992 the city picked up 
refuse from 2195 customers, took 
2318 tons of refuse to the land¬ 
fill and averaged 1.06 tons of 
refuse per household. This is a 
drop from 1.21 tons of refuse per 
household in 1990. A slight in¬ 
crease in the number of cus¬ 
tomers and tonnage is predicted 
for the 1993/94 fiscal year. 

Land fill fees will rise from 
$62 to 68 per ton this year, 
meaning the cost of dumping 
trash will rise by $19,000 to 
$175,000- 

The good news is that Green¬ 
belt continues to recycle — ac¬ 
counting for the drop in tonnage 
per household. Twenty-three per¬ 
cent of waste was recycled in 
1990, 36 percent in 1992, and 
38 percent is estimated for 1993. 
This is way ahead of the 21.48 
percent of the waste recycled 
by county residents. 

It is estimated that the 1993 
recycled totals will be: 670 tons 
of newspapers, 490 tons of glass 
and plastic, 26 tons of cardboard, 
115 tons of yard waste, 5500 gal¬ 
lons of oil, and 400 gallons of 
antifreeze. 

Highlights 

Highlights of recycling activi¬ 
ties in 1992 were the hiring of 
recycling coordinator Tracy Vin¬ 
cent; telephone books collected 
at the Recycling Drop-Off Cen¬ 
ter at “Buddy” Attick Lake 
Park; and a plan for old mat¬ 
tresses from Mattress Discount¬ 
ers in Greenbelt to be taken by 
the Salvation Army. 

The Drop-Off Center will be 
improved and expanded when it 
is temporarily closed at the end 
of June and re-opened in early 
July. And starting then maga¬ 
zines, catalogs, and junk mail 
will be accepted at the Center. 

Vincent explained that by 
separating yard waste out of 
the special trash stream the city 
can save about $10*000 a year. 
One of two special trash trucks 
will pick up only yard waste and 
take it to a yard w^aste com¬ 
pany, 

Council member Thomas White 
said, “I’m continually frustrated 
we are not doing more” with 
recycling. He said he would like 
cans collected at curbside and 
wondered if he could recycle 
his cereal and cracker cardboard 
boxes. All cardboard except pizza

Kindergarten Registration 

Registration for children who 
who will enter kindergarten in 
September 1993, will be held at 
all elementary schools in Prince
